A BLOODY FIND. 


Philip Caspar, a Pauper, Outs Hi 


Throat With a Corn Knife. 


This morning early Steward W. 


Magee in charge of the Mncon count;

rain to amount ,u anything since 
about the IT.tli of October until yett-

:his sandy soil jou would snppose 
nothing would ({row, but once put 
the hoe into the ground and remove 
a few inches of dirt and it is moist. 
I had occasion some three weeks 
sinco to remove Borne cabbages which 
i had set out and they had grown so 
that the leaven were as large as my 
two handa. I only uned water on 
them Uicj and tliej aro growing 
nicely. 
We have had several cool 


days with the thermometer below 60, 
and in tbo mornings about 40 to 40; 
aud on the morning of the J<Uh it 
was '-I! at Miioriae, and the orange 
trees got nipped quite badly. Trees 
in groves of good size were looking 
quite yellow, but not enough to in- 
jure them. 
In many places young 


nursery stock wus badly injured if 
tho growth was low; but in nurseries 
of trees two years old and older the 
leaves fell oil iu a few days and they 
will come out in fresh leaves in a 
sho't time, and the trees will bear 
larger crops for it, as it has checked 
their rapid growth. 
The warm fall 


weather had kept the gap well up in 
the young growth was the cause of 
the more severe injury.

it has boou found out that tho frosl 
line in Florida is a myth, as the treea 
and plants as far south aa Tampa 
were injured as badly arid in some 
instances woree than here.
